Hox, Rosunr Dave Owes and the New York
Times are jost now engawed (n s heated discass
slon as to the result of the fallara of the Cousti
tutionnl amendment forming the basls of repre-
sentation on the number of volere. Mr. OwenN
contends that the gross Injustice which the
North would suffer under the old system would
sting the people to renew the war in order to
secure their rights, The Times, on 1he otheT
band, denies that the North would have any
right to take aggressive moasures ko such & cuse
and declares that even if it had such a rignt
there 18 no possibility of its using it. The ques-
tlon Ia one well worthy of consideration as the
fact that a differance of opinion exists shows
that the temper of the Northern masses is at
least doubltul. It may be well for us to see to
what exten{ the injustice resalting from the de-
feat of the amendment will affect us. Accord-
ing to the Constitutional compromise brought
about in 1787, the Bouth was eutitled ro
count threedifths of the slaves in  the
apportionment of representation; by the freedomn
of tha slaves 1t is entitled to the additional two-
fifths, us, under the old system, whether the '
habitant was & voter or not he counted the samne
in the enumeration. The population of the
South, sccording Lo the census, was 5,449,403
whate] to 8,653,870 colored, or three-filths of the
whole number were white, and two-fifths
colored. If no smendment be adopted, the re-
presentatives will be apportioned not for three:
fitths of Lhe colored, but for the whole number,
That is to say, the South will be entitled to
eizhty-nine instead of seventy-seven reprasenta-
tivea, Yet those men will be chosen by the
same class as was before the war entitled to
seventy-seven. In other words, the result of the
compulsory emanompation of the blaoks would
be to give their lale owners twelve more repre-
sentatives; the fruts of deteated tresson will be
an increase of political power. What an ab-
surdity such a result presents to o roflective
mind |

Again, we have shown that the whole popula-
tionis but three-ifths of the number counte ! in
the enumeration, and as only threo-fitths can
vole, it follows that three Southern votes are
equal to five Northern oues. That is to say.
that the influence of a recons' ructed traitor will
be nearly double that of a returned soldier, Is
it likely that the proud epirit of the North will
see its crushed, beaten, defeated enemies thus
trlumph over their conquerors 7

The allowance of the continuance of the present
Iaw will enable the three-lifths to exclude tae
two-fifths of the black., On this point we quote
Mr. Owen'a words: —

'sined by ignorance and prejudioe are at last
yielding to the freer spirit of the times, It is
difficult to conocelve how any people conld ever
bave incorporated Into thelr lawa the absurd
idea that the competency of n wituess could be
nffected by his color. The true principle of Iaw
is to collect evidence from evers source that
can throw hght upon the questlon at issye—
even {rom inanimate objects, as well as from the
testimony of human belngs,

The equality of sll men before the law is the
fundamental requisite of justice everywhere.
Witbout ity Iaw becomes but wnolber nama for
njustice and oppression,

Democratic Theory ot Secession Reviewed,
A Drmocrario memWor of Congress gives the
following dictum; —

"“Thet the SBoutheérn States are n the Unlon,
Their ordinances of sooession being null and
void, they have uever been out, and are legally
entitled to represantation in Congress,”

This argument proves notling by provine too
much, If it be correct, then the Southern
Biates were lepally entitled to representation
in Congress during the wat—na conclusion which
is absurd, Had the ordinances of gecession
#tood alone, and been lollowed by no acts, thoy
would, doubtless, nave failed to tnke the
Bouthern States out of the Unlon. Buat when
the ordinances of secession were followed by
ihe actual withdrawal of the Southern Bonators
and Repiesentatives from Congreas, thus conati-
tuting, on the part of those States, an abandon-
ment of participation in the Government of the
Un'on, then the Southern Siates became, as a
mutter of fact, * out of the Union"—not out of
it2 jurisdiction, not free from ita laws, not
bevoud Its boundaries, but out of it, in the
sense (and it is the oaly sense in which the
expression has any relevancy to a discussion
like this) that they had erased lo participate in
its Government, They had abandoned the part
nership. They would no longer exercise sny
But had the movement stopped
here, there would still have been no war, It js
entirely optionsl with any State whether it will
or will not be represented in Coneress. If it
does not chooke to send members to the House
ol Representatives, or Senators to the Seoste,
there is no law to compel it to do s0. So had
the South merely withdrawn its representatives
from Congress, and done notning more, it might
hiave stayed out of the Union to its heart's ¢on-
teut, und nobody would bave complained. It
would s%ill have been entitied to 1ts representa-
tives, whenever it chose 10 send them. DBut
when this actual withdrawal lrom all participa-
tion in the Government ot the Union wa: fol-
lowed by acts of war against the Union, by the
setting-=up of a rival Government composed of
the seceded States unlawfully and unconstito-
tionally confederated together, then the
Bouthern Sta.es lost all right of representation
in the Union.

Their people then became Rebels and traitors,
and lost all the rights and privileges of citizens,
Their States were still, as watter of faer, orga-
nized com munities, exercising civil and military
tunctions; but they were no longer States in the
eye of the Covstitution, for their otlicers were
uo longer sworn Lo support the Constitution of
the United States, but were Rebels and traitors,
fighting agalnst it. When the war geased, by
the overthrow of the Rebel armies, then Presi-
dent JonxsoN went to work and dissolved these
Rebel State Governments, and reduced the
Southern Siates 1o acondition of utter disor-
eamzation, leaving each of them, until the work
of reconstructlon commenced, without asny or-
ganized commurity, body corporate, or corpo-
ration which could be called o State,

Now let us reyiew our steps, The ordinances
of secession were null and void; they bad no

his old relations, nor imposed upon him vew
duties. but when they were followed by the
actual withdrawal of the Bouthern Representa-
tives, then the Bouthern States, as & matter of
tact, cessed to be participants 1 the Union.
Still they had lost no rights, They were logally
entitled to representation whenever they should
choose to claim it. But when, in addition to
withdrawal Irom the Union, they made war
ugaipst it, and entered into an unconstitutional
confederation as a new Government, they lost
all right to representation in the Union, and
ceascd 10 be any longer constitutional States,
though they were siill de faclo Siates, just as
their Rebel Conlederacy was de facto a Govern
ment. When, at the close of the war, President
Jonxson overthrew their organizations, then
these States censed to be even de faoo Stutes,
and became absolute nonentities. Reconstruc.
tion has made new de Jaclo States 1 their
places; but it has uot yet secured tor those
States admission into the Union.

Now it is the height of absurdity to attempt
to overr ide these facts of listory by ingenions
metnphysical sophistries. Secession was not
legnl, but itwas a fnct, Rebellion was not legal,
but it waa atuct, It was unconstitutionnl for
the Rebel Stales to form a conlederacy, but they
did doit, All these aots were **null and vola”
in & legal sense, but they were acts, nevertheless,
and acts which produced the most tremendous
consequenees, A murringe et ween parties, elther
of whom is alveady warried, is * oull and vo . d,”
but il entered Inio knowingly i3 still a erins,
and punichable as such, To ey to shicld the
Lebel States from the consequences of their nots
on the gronod that those sots were “aull und
vold,” i ab:urd. Rebellion was a fact, and
among iis consequences the Rebel States tind
that, both as mutter of 1ot and matier of rixhr,
they huve Tost their politiounl in Lhe
Unlon. They ean ouly resmin it upon such
termes a8 the pation i its wisdom shall see it to
presiribe, They have no lezal clmm whatever,
I'he constituuional provisionsia regard to Stares
reler only to States that ar2 o the Unios, not
to those which have lost their swtus through
rebellion, The whole matter rests with the
nation, jree to aot 1o such o manner ns wisdom
uud justice shall dictate,
